BILATERAL PROBLEMS. BUT SO FAR. AS WE HEAR FROM BERNARD

WILL REACH A BREAKTHROUGH ON CONTROLLING NUCLEAR WEAPONS. 

KALB: VANCE'S EXPECTATION BEFORE THE LATEST ROUND OF 
TALKS BEGAN THIS MORNING WAS THAT THE RUSSIANS WOULD 

RESPOND TO THE TWO US ARMS PROPOSALS THAT WERE TABLED AT 
MONDAY S OPENING ROUND OF NEGOTIATIONS. THE RUSSIANS HAD 
NOT EVEN RAISED THE SUBJECT AT YESTERDAY’S TWO SESSIONS, 

A DEVELOPMENT THAT SURPRISED AMERICAN JOURNALISTS, SINCE 
SALT - OR THE CONTROL OF NUCLEAR ARMS - WAS THE CENTRAL 
REASON WHY VANCE HAD COME TO MOSCOW. 

VANCE, HOWEVER, SAID HE WAS NOT DISAPPOINTED ABOUT THAT, 

IN FACT, THAT HE WAS GLAD BECAUSE IT INDICATED, HE SAID, 

THAT THE RUSSIANS WERE GIVING SERIOUS CONSIDERATION TO 
THESE PROPOSALS. WHEN VANCE WAS ASKED WHETHER THE RUS- 
SIANS HAD TOLD HIM THAT, HE REPLIED, I DIDN'T ASK ABOUT 
IT. 

2. MARVIN KALB ON CBS-TV MORNING NEWS 

LESLIE STAHL: WHILE SECSTATE VANCE IS DESCRIBING HIS 
TALKS IN MOSCOW AS CONSTRUCTIVE, THE RUSSIANS HAVE COME 
UP WITH A SURPRISE FOR VANCE IN ANOTHER AREA. 

KALB: GROMYKO HAS TANTALIZED AMERICAN OFFICIALS WITH THE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SUGGESTION THAT THE GENEVA CONFERENCE ON THE MIDDLE EAST 
MIGHT BE RECONVENED WITHOUT THE PARTICIPATION OF THE PLO. 
THIS IS IMPORTANT FOR TWO REASONS. IT MIGHT REFLECT A 
CHANGE IN THE SOVIET POLICY OF ALL-OUT SUPPORT FOR THE 
PLO, AND IT IS CLEARLY AN OVERTURE TO PRES CARTER, WHO 
WANTS THE CONFERENCE TO MEET THIS FALL. THIS IS THE 
SECOND TIME IN RECENT DAYS THAT THE RUSSIANS HAVE INDI- 
CATED FLEXIBILITY ON THE MIDDLE EAST. LAST WEEK, WHEN 
SOVIET LEADER BREZHNEV UNVEILED HIS OWN PEACE PLAN, HE 
DID NOT EVEN BOTHER TO MENTION THE PLO, LIMITNG HIMSELF 
TO A BLAND CALL FOR SELF-DETERMINATION FOR THE PALESTIN- 
IAN PEOPLE. 

VANCE ASKED GROMYKO ABOUT THIS APPARENT SHIFT IN THE 
SOVIET ATTITUDE, BUT GOT ONLY A VAGUE ANSWER. THE 
ADMINISTRATION WILL NOW SEEK FURTHER CLARIFICATIONS. 

SOME EXPERTS STILL FEEL THAT BREZHNEV IS TELLING THE 
PRESIDENT THAT SO VIET- AMERICAN COOPERATION IS STILL 
POSSIBLE IF MR CARTER EASES UP ON HIS HUMAN RIGHTS
